Steam Boller Iuspection in Cities, 

The worid looked on and applauded when 
our legislators tardily, called into action by 
the frequency of steamboat disasters, made the 
subject of due inspection « matter of stringent 
law, and placed the certificate of the regularly 
qualified Steamboat Inspection upon all the 
passenger carrying steam craft in our waters. 

Something more remains to be done in the 
same direction. If it be important that the 
boilers of the steamers on lake and river with 
their burthen of valuable life, be held subject 
to inspection, that a false economy in material 
or appliances may not lie in wait to kill and 
maim innocent victims, it is surely no less of 
moment when the boiler is transferred from 
shipboard to the engine room on land, sur- 
rounded by busy city life. The late fearfal dis- 
asters in New York and Brooklyn bare called 
attention to this subject, and it will not rest un- 
til a rigid and careful inspection of steam boilers - 
is the result. 

We, as a city, may be warned by the lessons 
others have so dearly bought.

At at present, un- 
restricted, any person may put in a steam- 
boiter wherever be may choose, with no other 
pledge to consider the public safety than a care 
for his own property, Ille may be as reckless 
as he shall choose, in the selection of his boiler 
and its management, and at any hour its explo- 
sion may sacrifice p?ecious life. Let us have.a 
law regulating this matter. It will not prevent 
all accidents in future but it will most appreci-_ 
ably lessen their number.

THE PASSPORT SYSTEM.

Lam certain that | never wrote 
a line, and that I never, in Parliament, in con- 
versation, or even on the hustings—a place 
where it is the fashion to court the populace— 
uttered a word indicating an opinion that the 
supreme authority i in a State ought to be intrust- 
ed to the majority of citizens told by the head ; 
in other words, to the poorest and most ignorant 
part of society. I have long been conviaced 
that institutions prey democratic must, sooner 
or oa Sooner iberty, or civilization, or both. 

In Europe, where the population is dense, ibe 
effect of such institutions would be a most in- 
Stantapeous. What happened lately in France 
isan example. lo 1846 a pure Democracy wes 
established there. During a short time there 
_ Was reason to expect a general spoliation, a na- 
tional baakruptcy, a new partition of the soil, a 
maximum of prices, aruinous load of taxation 
laid ow the rich for the purpose of supporting 
the poor in idleness. Such a system would, in 
twenty years, have made France as poor 
— as France of the Carloviagians. 
Happily the danger was averted; and now there 
is a despotism, a silent tribune, an enslaved 
Press. Liberty is gone; but civilization has 
been saved I bave not the smallest doubt —— 
if we bad a purely Democratic Goverumen 
here, the effect would be the same. Either the 
would plunder the rich, and civilization 
would “peg. or order y would be 
saved a strong military government, and 
Liberty 

(You may thick that your count 
exemption from these evils. I will renkiy 2 — 
to you that I am of a very different oplaion. 
Your fate I believe to be certain, though it is 
deferred by a physical cause As long as you 
have @ boundless extent of fertile aod unoecu- 
pied land, bg laboring population will be tar. 
more at case than the lab oring population of the 
vid world; and, while that is the case, the Jef- 
ferson peliey may continue to exist without 
causing any fata! calamity. But the time wil 
come when New England will be as thickly peo- 
pled as Old Engiand. Wages will be as low. and 
will fluctuate as much with you a: with ue. You 
will have your Manchesters and Birminghams ; 
and, in those Manchesters and Burminghams, 
hundreds of thousands of artisans will assuredly 
be sometimes out of w Then your institu- 
‘tions will be fairly brought to the test. Dis- 
tress everywhere makes the laborer mutinous 
and diseontented,and inclines him to listen with 
eagerness to agitators who tell him that it is a | 
monstrous iniquity that one man should have a 
million while another cannot get à full meal. In 
bad years there is plenty of grumbling here,and 
sometimes alittle riot ng. Bu t it ma ters little. 
For here the sufferers are not the rulers. The 
supreme power is in the hands of a e ass, nu- 
merons indeed, but select, aud an educated class, 
of a class which i is, and knows itself to be, deeply 
interested in the security of property and the 
maintenance of order ceordingly, the mal- 
contents are firmly, yet geatly restrai 
The bad time is got over without robbing the 
wealthy to relieve the indigent The springs 
of national prosperity soon begin to flow again; 
work is plentifel ; wages rise, and all is tran- 
quility and cheerfulness. I have seen Eogland 
pass three or four tiines through such criticel 
seasons as I bave described, Through such 
seasons the United States will have to pasa, in 
the course of the next century, if not of this. 
How will you pass through them? I heartily 
wish you a good deliverance. But my reason 
and my wishes are at war, and I cannot help 
foreboding the worst. It is quite plain that 
your Government will never be able to restrain 
a distressed and discontented majority. For 
with you the majority is the Government, and 
has the rich, who are always a minority, abso- 
lutely at its merey. The day will come when, 
in the State of New York, a multitade of peo. 
le, none of whom has had more than half a 
reakfast, or expects to have more than half a 
dinner, will choose a Leyislatrue. Zs it 15 
to doubt whit sort of L-gistetare wil! be 
chosen? On one side 18 @ statesman, preach- 
ing patience, — ſor vested rights, strict 
observance of publie faith. Ou the other isa 
demagog ue ranting about the tyranny of capi- 
talists and usurers, and asking why anybody 
should be permitted to drink champegne and 
to ride in a carriage, while thousands of honest 
folks are in want of necessaries. Which of the 
two candidates is likely to be preferred by a 
working man who hears his chiloren cry for 
more bread ? I seriously apprehend that you 
will in some such season of adv y as I have 
described, do things which will prevent pros- 
perity from returning; that you will act like 
people would, in a year of scarcity, devour all 

he seed cora, and thus make the next year, a 
ear not of scarcity; but of absolute fan, ‘ine. 
here. will be, I fear, spoliation. The spolia- 
tion will increase the distress. The distress 
will produce fresh spoliation. There is no- 
thing to stay you. Your Constitution is all 
sail and no anchor. As I said before, when a 
society has entered on this downward progress, 
either civilization or liberty must perish. Either 
some Cesar or Napoleon wil seize the reins of 
government witha strong hand; or your Re. 
public will be as fearfuily plundered and laid 
waste by barbarians in the twentieth centar 
as the Roman Empire was in the fifth, with this 
difference, that the Hons and V andals, who 
ravaged the Remau Empire, came from without, 
and that your Huus and Vandals will bave been 
engend+red withia your country by your own 
institations. 
Thinking thus, of course, I cannot reckon 
Jeflerson among the benefactors of mankind. 
I readily admit that bis intgntions were good 
and his abili ies Set e Odious stories 
have been circulated about his private life; bat 
I do not know on what evidence those stories 
rest; and I think 1! probable that they are false, 
or monstrously exaggeréted. I have no doubt 
that I shall derive both pleasure and informa- 
tion from your eccount cf him.

Prince Metternich on Insanity, 
But to return to my conversation with Prince 
Metternich. Ile related to me several anecdotes 
of singular cases of insanity which he had met 
with when vis:tiag luvaticasylums in company 
with Gall, They oncesaw two lovers in the 
same institution who had become deranged i in 
conseqaence of a sudden and crue! sephration. 
They no longer knew one anojher as objects of 
mutual aflection, although they were constantly 
raving to be united. When brought together 
they acknowledged being acquainted, byt each 
said the other was not the beloved one. Both 
were insane on this point. Poor creatures! 
how different to the cherished image of for- 
mer days each way have become ia the other’s 
eyes! 

The Prince mentioned, too, the case of a dis- 
tinguished mathematician, whose derangement 
cousisted in his mistaking the number 5 for an 
0 in all his calculations, 
In speaking of periodical insanity and suicide 
the Priace told me that Gall considered all sui- 
cides to be insane. He related the case of a. 
tailor, who bad jumped into the Dauube, and 
when rescued bad toll how an 9 el appeared 
to him and enticed him to spring off the bridge. 
He had beard of several instances of a similar 
explanation of their conduct having been given 
by suicides before their death. One was that of 
a woman who had climbed upon the roof of a 
house, and then jumped off. She became col- 
lected be ‘ore she died, and related how an an- 
el had suddenly app veared to her and enticed 
— upon the roof. When there, he hovered be- 
fore her, and so al'ured her that in attempting 
to reach bim sbe fell to the ground. 
He told me that ij bad been proved in Paris 
that gambling and 22 283 were the principal 
causes of suicide. that many minds 
bacame unbinged in * cf frequently 
attending the debates— a characteristic idea of 
his highness — Frazer's Mag azine.
